Grass stains 
on biker, 
motorcycle 
lead to arrest

Grass stains all over his bike 
and his clothes was all the clues a 
deputy needed to charge Thomas V. 
Freeman II of 1317 Alton Road with 
leaving the scene of an accident 
and DUI. 

Freeman, 35, was apparently rid¬ 
ing his motorcycle on Alton Station 
Road around 2:30 a.m. when he lost 
control of the bike and crashed 
into the front yard of a residence, 
according to an arrest report issued 
by deputy Brian Boggs of the 
Anderson County Sheriff’s Office. 

When Boggs arrived, he said he 
saw a black skid mark on the road 
and began to search the area. 

Other officers located the motor¬ 
cycle at Freeman’s home. When 
they approached, Boggs said Free¬ 
man was standing near the bike 
and ran to a neighbor’s home. 

Boggs reported that when Free¬ 
man returned, he saw that the 
motorcycle was “still popping 
from the heat and fresh grass was 
wedged all over the bike.” 

Boggs said Freeman also had a 
large amount of grass stains “all

Man found 
dead in 
trailer park 

Coroner says bodyappeared 
to be moved before 
authorities arrived

The Anderson County Coroner’s 
Office is investigating the death of 
a Lawrenceburg man found dead 
inside of a trailer on Versailles Road, 
Coroner Mark Tussey 
confirmed. 

The body of 
Charles Cox, 35, of 
1141 Versailles Road, 
Lot 58, was found 
inside a neighbor¬ 
ing residence, Lot 50, 
Saturday morning, 
Tussey said. He was 
pronounced dead at

the scene at 8:21 a.m. 

Although an autopsy conducted 
Sunday appears to rule out foul 
play, Tussey said there are lingering 
questions about if Cox’s body was 
moved after he died. 

“There were some concerns 
about the circumstances when dep¬ 
uty coroner [Steve] Votaw arrived,” 
Tussey said Monday afternoon.

From serving his county 
to serving his nation 

Harrod battles final blaze before joining military

Dillon Harrod answered his 
county’s call of duty Saturday 
when an unoccupied home on 
Glensboro Road caught fire. 

Three days later, he answered 
his country’s call of duty when he 
reported to Fort Benning, Georgia 
for basic training with the National 
Guard. 

Harrod, who lacked just a hand¬ 
ful of hours from shedding his 
recruit label and serving as a certi¬ 
fied fireman with the Anderson 
County Fire District, was among a 


dozen or so firefighters who battled 
high heat and humidity while bat¬ 
tling Saturday’s blaze. 

Getting those remaining training 
hours is now officially on hold as 
the 19-year-old graduate of Ander¬ 
son County High School enters 
training with the goal of becoming 
a Blackhawk helicopter mechanic. 

He said he joined for a number 
of reasons, not the least of which 
was to follow in the footsteps of 
his father, Maj. Chris Harrod of the 
Anderson County Fire District, who 
served over 20 years in the Guard

City budgets 
$ 515,000 
for tourism 

Mayor voices support 
for restaurant tax, 
says council won't pass it

The Lawrenceburg City Council was 
scheduled Tuesday evening to get its 
first glimpse of a proposed budget Mon¬ 
day that includes $515,000 in tourism 
spending. 

The bulk of that spending — $419,000 
— will be used to purchase the stor¬ 
age unit business on Main Street and 
convert the property into a parking lot. 
The balance will be used to hire a tour¬ 
ism director and promote tourism if the 
Anderson County Fiscal Court OKs a 
request to allow the city to join its tour¬ 
ism commission. 

The city council approved similar

funding last year, minus the property 
purchase, but was not able to convince 
the fiscal court to merge tourism efforts 
over concerns that the city council 
would use the opportunity to institute a 
tax on restaurants to fund tourism. 

Judge-Executive Orbrey Gritton said 
Monday that while he does not support 
a restaurant tax, he does support a tour¬ 
ism merger with the city. 

“I do support it,” said Gritton, who 
added that he hopes to have the matter 
before the fiscal court by July 1.

Judge: Recycling likely to be privatized this year 


Proposed contract requires trash hauler to pick up household recydables at no cost

Anderson County will 
likely shed the bulk of its 
recycling program by priva¬ 
tizing the service once a 
new trash hauling contract 
is in place later this year. 

Judge-Executive Orbrey 
Gritton said a bid package 
on a new trash contract has 
been released and calls for 
having recycled household 
goods collected at curbside, 


allowing the county to 
largely abandon the pro¬ 
gram that has 
cost hundreds 
of thousands 
of dollars to 
establish over 
the past sev¬ 
eral years to 
and is losing 
an estimated Gritton 
$175,000 annu¬ 
ally. 

Submitted bids are 


expected to be opened later 
this month. 

“It’s in the bid that even¬ 
tually Anderson County 
reserves the right to have 
recycled goods collected at 
curbside at no additional 
cost,” Gritton said. “Getting 
this buttoned up before 
wintertime would be my 
goal.” 

Gritton explained that 
unlike a previous idea 
floated by the fiscal court 


to have mandatory trash 
and recycling county wide, 
the service will be provided 
to those who already have 
their trash picked up at no 
additional cost. 

The recycling program, 
which grew by leaps and 
bounds over the past sev¬ 
eral years when the fiscal 
court spent hundreds of 
thousands of dollars on a 
building, recycling bins and 
other equipment, would 
focus primarily on card-

Auto parts fire under investigation

A fire last Thursday temporarily forced 
the evacuation of Advanced Auto Parts on 
Glensboro Road. 

The fire apparently started in an office 
when paperwork being stored in several 
large cardboard boxes burst into flames. 

City of Lawrenceburg firefighters were 
able to pull the burning boxes into the park¬ 
ing lot and extinguish them, temporarily 
closing the store. 

Fire Chief Bobby Hume said Monday that 
the cause of the fire remains under investi¬ 
gation. 


“There was nothing we could really find 
as a source,” he said. “That’s why we called 
in state investigators.” 

Hume said the building suffered no dam¬ 
age. 

“No, not really. It was all contained to 
those papers and cardboard boxes,” he said, 
adding that when store personnel used a 
fire extinguisher to put out the fire, “powder 
went everywhere.” 

Hume said the business was able to 
reopen even before firefighters cleared the 
scene.

and endured deployments during the Gulf War 
and Operation Desert Storm. 

“My dad joined the National Guard when he 
was 17,” Dillon Harrod said. “He was an aviation 
guy too, and that’s another reason I went into 
aviation. 

“It also helps pay for college and I know it will 
be a good influence on me. It’s kind of nice know¬ 
ing what you’re doing is useful to more than just 
yourself. It’s a good feeling.” 

Following 10 weeks of boot camp, Dillon Har¬ 
rod will spend four months learning to be a 
Blackhawk mechanic and is expected to serve his 
weekend duty at the Boone Center in Frankfort. 

He studied computer science at Eastern 
Kentucky University for a year before making 
the decision to join the Guard. He said switch¬ 
ing gears and going into aviation was a decision 
influenced by his recruiter. 

“When talking to my recruiter and going 
through the list of openings, he pointed out that 
since I’m a computer science major, why not do 
something in the military that I’m not going to 
be doing every day?” he said. 

“Why not do something cool, like Black- 
hawks?” 

“It’s a proud moment,” said his dad, Chris. “It 
makes me proud to be his father by the fact that 
he’s serving his community and now will be 
serving his state.” 

Chris Harrod said he coached his son in a vari¬ 
ety of sports and is sure he will be able to with¬ 
stand the rigors of basic training and beyond.

“Our findings suggest the body may have been 
moved. It appears he died in a different position 
than his body was found in. 

“With no health history to explain his sudden 
death, we decided to pursue it and take a closer 
look at it.” 

Tussey said the man who called in Cox’s death 
was interviewed and said his body had not been 
moved. 

Tussey said the autopsy did not show signs of 
blunt force trauma or a medical condition that 
could have caused Cox’s death. He said Cox and 
the man who called in his death were drinking 
in the early morning hours. He also said that, 
aside from a marijuana “roach,” no illegal drugs 
or drug paraphernalia were found inside the resi¬ 
dence. 

“We are waiting on the results of toxicology 
tests,” Tussey said, adding that those results could 
take a month or longer to receive. 

Lawrenceburg Police Chief Chris Atkins con¬ 
firmed Monday that his office is also involved in 
the investigation.

Dad catches bass of lifetime while son home on leave from Army

Going fishing with 
who was home on leave 
from the U.S. Army 
would have been special 
enough for Robert Boat¬ 
man.

“I was nervous I was 
going to lose it,” said 
Boatman, who was using 
a soft plastic jig and 


trailer when he caught 
the fish around 7:30 p.m. 

“I tried to keep it in 
the water so it didn’t 
throw the bait back 
at me. It took about 10 
minutes to get it into the 
boat.” 

Boatman said it was 
by far the largest bass 
he’s ever caught, the 
next being 4 or 5 pounds. 
He said it was also the 
first time he has fished 
in Willisburg Lake. 

“I usually fish in Tay¬ 
lorsville Lake but since 
it has been flooded, I 


decided to try Willis¬ 
burg,” he said. 

His son, Robert, was 
home on leave while

Gritton filling in 
large recycling hole 

Just because city council doesn't want 
restaurant tax, doesn't mean it won't happen 


C olumn as I see ’em... 

When you’ve dug yourself a hole, stop digging. 

That old axiom is undoubtedly one that 
Judge-Executive Orbrey Gritton heard during his 
years in private business, and one he certainly has 
put into action in regard to the county’s unsustain¬ 
able recycling program. 

Gritton vowed several months ago to reign in 
what he estimates are losses totaling $175,000 a year 
in the ill-conceived recycling program that has cost 
taxpayers hundreds of thousands of dollars. 

News Monday that whichever company secures 
the county’s upcoming trash contract will be 
required to pick up recyclables at curbside effec¬ 
tively pulls the plug on that program, which was 
doomed to fail from the outset despite the good 
intentions of those who set it up. 

To be fair, when the previous fiscal court floated the idea of 
curbside pickup, its trash hauler, Republic Services, agreed to do 
so but only if trash collection became mandated and for an addi¬ 
tional fee of about $10 per quarter. 

We’ll see when trash bids are opened later this month, but I 
suspect that Republic, fresh off losing trash contracts in Frank¬ 
fort and Lexington, will do whatever it takes to continue provid¬ 
ing trash service to Anderson County, now that it isn’t in such a 
strong position to dictate terms. 

That’s good news for taxpayers, who are nevertheless stuck 
with $400,000 in debt for a recycling building that wasn’t really 
needed, a $65,000 set of scales that have never been used and 
hundreds of thousands of squandered dollars spent on a pro¬ 
gram that should have been privatized in the first place.

S peaking of dictating terms... 

Mayor Sandy Goodlett is absolutely correct when he says 
there aren’t enough votes on the city council to give him the 
restaurant tax he wants to help fund tourism. 

We will see if that changes by next year. 

If the fiscal court does what the previous one wouldn’t and 

allows the city to join its tourism 
authority, the city council is poised 
to spend $96,000, almost all of 
which will be to hire a director. 

Of that proposed amount, $78,000 
will go toward the director’s salary 
and benefits, leaving only $18,000 
for what the budget calls “promo- 
tions.” That clearly won’t make 
much of a difference in terms of 
promoting Lawrenceburg, but it 
will set up an interesting show¬ 
down for council members who say 
they oppose a restaurant tax. 

The city council, which has 
increased its tax rate each of the 
past several years to cover declines in the real estate market, cer¬ 
tainly cannot continue to pony up nearly $100,000 a year to fund 
tourism, particularly when such a small percentage actually 
funds promotions. It might for one more year, but at some point 
a funding mechanism needs to be found. 

That’s where the restaurant tax comes in, which is about the 
only viable means of funding tourism at the city council’s dis¬ 
posal. 

When that day comes, and it will, those opposed to a res¬ 
taurant tax are going to be faced with holding their noses and 
approving one, or cutting loose the director and essentially shut¬ 
ting the operation down. 

I’m betting on the restaurant tax because, no matter the level, 
once government creates something it never, ever goes away. 

S peaking of tourism... 

It’s a safe bet that the city’s decision to spend $419,000 to 
establish a parking lot on Main Street will eventually help 
get tourists to stop on Main Street. 

Of course there need to be viable businesses there to make 
them want to park their cars, but that’s another story. 

It’s hard to argue with the location of where those 40 parking 
spots will be, but boy, they sure aren’t coming cheap. For $419,000 
to purchase the old storage unit business, tear it down and build 
the parking lot, those spaces come in at a cool $10,475 each, a 
hefty investment to park some cars. 


When that day comes, and

S peaking of curious... 

I’ve yet to understand why the city council, fiscal court 
and chamber of commerce wasted so much time and effort 
creating a new sign ordinance last year. 

Heralded as a more business friendly approach, the ordinance 
was supposed to make it clear once and for all where signs are 
allowed, how big they can be and on and on. 

Now, months later, nothing has changed and businesses — 
brick and mortar and home-based alike — are still violating the 
ordinance all they want with no apparent repercussions. 

One day for kicks, I drove the length of the county on US 127 
and counted at least a dozen obvious violations, many of which 
have been violating the ordinance for months.

(South Anderson) has been 
consistent each month since 
we’ve lived here. Sure, there 


was the occasional summer 
month where we’d water 
the yard during a drought 
here and there but gener¬ 
ally from month to month 
they charged us for roughly 
3,000 gallons of water for 
our household. It was 
almost like clockwork. We 
just knew what our charg¬ 
es would be each month. 

It’s my understanding 
that a few months ago 
South Anderson Water 
had to change the way 
it physically prints and 
mails bills to custom¬ 
ers. The specific reasons 
behind this I do not know. 
All I do know is that sud¬ 
denly our bill has shot up. 
This month they’ve billed 
me for 4,400 gallons (!) and 
keep in mind we just fin¬ 
ished our second wettest 
April on record so there was 
no watering of the yard tak¬ 
ing place whatsoever. I find 
it very fishy that immedi¬ 
ately after instituting a new 
billing process, our bills in 
the last three consecutive 
months have been signifi¬ 
cantly higher. 

I know many others have 
voiced similar complaints. I 
think it’s time for residents 
to start asking questions. 

The usual “you must have a 
leak” argument doesn’t hold 
water (no pun intended). 
There is obviously some¬ 
thing else that is causing 
such an impact to our water 
bills.

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mon even among 12- and 13-year-olds since almost 30 
percent experience some form of romantic attach¬ 
ment.

Dating violence and breaking up 
Communication and healthy relationships 
Communication challenges 
Sexual decision-making 

Unplanned pregnancy through the eyes of a child 
Teens, technology and social media 
Parents have a definite role in helping teens estab¬ 
lish healthy relationships. One of the most important 
things you can do is develop a positive relationship 
with your son or daughter. 

They want to know what you were like when you 
were a teen. They might not ask you directly but hear¬ 
ing about some of your relationship experiences would 
be helpful. Don’t try to make them perfect relation¬ 
ships. Sometimes our memories may not be so positive 
and teens can learn from that without you lecturing 
them. 

Work together with your teen to develop clear 
expectations about dating and relationships. Learn 
about your teen’s friends. Whatever the issue may be, 
it probably isn’t true that everyone else gets to do it 
except your teen. 

Developing romantic relationships is challenging.

Learn to manage vegetable soil insects 


T here are several serious 
soil insect pests that we 
manage perio dically in 
vegetable pro¬ 
duction, includ¬ 
ing wireworms, 
white grubs and 
seedcorn maggot. 
Unfortunately, 
when symp¬ 
toms of damage 
by these pests 
become apparent, 
there are no res¬ 
cue treatments. 

Our management strategies are 
preventative, not reactionary. 
Two important factors that, 
in part, impact the risk of soil 
insect problems are rotation 
and field history. The most 
challenging rotation for soil 
pests is one following estab¬ 
lished sod where wireworms 
and white grubs can be com¬ 
mon. 

Wireworms 

Most wireworm larvae are 
hard, chestnut brown, smooth, 
and vary from 1/2 to 11/2 
inches in length when grown. 
Some species are soft and white 
or yellowish in color. 

The adults are click beetles. 
Wireworms are especially 
destructive to sweet corn, pota¬ 
toes, sweet potatoes, root crops, 
cabbage, and beans. Eggs are 


laid around and near the bases 
of grass plants. 

Adults live 10 to 12 months 
spending most of the time in 
the soil. While the egg stage 
lasts only a few days to a few 
weeks, larvae require two to six 
years in the soil while feeding 
on roots of grasses and other 
plants to complete their devel¬ 
opment. 

Wireworm larvae migrate 
upward and downward in the 
soil depending on soil moisture, 
so it is often hard to find them 
in dry summer weather, even 
in severely infested fields. 

Wireworms are most often 
a problem in fields that have 
been in sod for many years, 
particularly bluegrass sod. 

With wireworms, there is no 
effective rescue treatment 
once symptoms of damage are 
observed. In -isk situations, soil 
insecticides before planting or 
seed treatments can be used to 
manage wireworms. 

White grubs 

White grubs are commonly 
found with wireworms as 
they both frequently follow 
sod. White grubs are larvae of 
scarab beetles, including May 
beetles and Japanese beetle. 

They are root pruners; above 
ground symptoms include 
water or nutrient stress and 


stand loss. 

As with wireworms, white 
grubs must be controlled pre¬ 
ventively. Soil insecticides prior 
to planting and seed treatments 
can be used to lower white 
grub numbers. Once damage is 
apparent, there are no effective 
treatments. 

Seedcorn maggots 

Seedcorn maggotseed on 
decaying organic matter, seeds, 
and seedlings. They attack a 
wide range of crops, including 
beans, peas, cucumber, melon, 
onion, corn, pepper, potato, 
and other vegetables. Seedcorn 
maggot eggs are laid just below 
the soil surface in tilled ground 
that is high in organic matter. 
This is a pest favored by early 
planting dates and heavy cover 
crops. 

Crops planted early, when 
the weather is cool and wet 
for long periods of time, are 
potentially at greater risk to 
damaging infestations. Planting 
in well-prepared seedbeds and 
planting sufficiently late for 
quick germination are means 
of preventing injury from this 
insect.

Fire damages apartments on Evergreen

Lawrenceburg fire¬ 
fighters were able to 
save an apartment 
building at 204 Ever¬ 
green Drive that caught 
fire around 8:30 Tuesday 
morning, but the build¬ 
ing sustained significant 
damage. 

City Fire Chief Bobby 
Hume said it appears 
the fire started in the 
upstairs bathroom of 
center of three apart¬ 
ments in the building 
and was likely caused by 
an exhaust fan. 

“We’re pretty sure 
that’s what started it,” 
he said. “One of our guys 
touched it and it fell 
through the hole.” 

Firefighter Marty 
Terry called in the blaze 
when he noticed smoke 
coming from the home’s 
roof line when he was 
passing by. 

Firefighters initially 
struggled to figure out 
where in the home’s 
attic the fire was locat¬ 
ed, but acted quickly in 
figuring it out. 

“Any time you have 
a large building of this 
kind with a shared com¬ 
mon attic, it’s sometimes 
difficult to find the 
source of the fire when 
you have smoke com¬ 
ing out both ends,” said 
Hume. 

“We had enough fire¬ 
fighters there and were 
able to send in three 
crews, and the one in the 


center found it fairly 
quickly. They did a great 
job getting it taken care 
of.” 

Hume said each of 
the three apartments 
sustained damage, par¬ 
ticularly the one in the 
middle where the fire 
started. 

He said by late Tues¬ 
day morning, all of the 
people who rent the 
apartments had arrived 
and were checking their 
belongings. 

The building, he said, 
is owned by Tim Perry. 

Hume said no one was 
injured in the fire. 

Also responding 
were Anderson County 
EMS, Anderson County 
Fire District and the 
Lawrenceburg Police 
Department.

Aggressive attack 
credited for saving 
burning house

Arson investigators were still 
trying Monday to determine 
what caused an unoccupied res¬ 
idence at 1941 Glensboro Road 
to burn Saturday afternoon. 

“We’re looking into that,” said 
Anderson County Fire District 
Chief Patrick Krogman. “We’re 
waiting to make contact with 
the owners to be able to get 
back in there. It looks like it 
started in a second floor bed¬ 
room. That’s where the heaviest 
damage was.” 

The residence, which hadn’t 
been occupied in about a 
month, sustained heavy dam¬ 
age to the roof and a portion of 
its second floor but remained 
standing after firefighters put 
out the fire. 

Krogman praised his fire¬ 
fighters for being able to save 
the structure, which is located 
a couple of hundred yards off 
of Glensboro Road, with only a 
small bridge over the Salt River. 

“They got a good water sup¬ 
ply there quickly and made an 
aggressive attack,” Krogman 
said. “[Station 2] Capt. Jimmy 
Robinson took the initial crew 


in there and was able to get a 
good stop on it. They knocked 
it down quicker than I thought 
they would. 

“Engine 52 did a great job get¬ 
ting in there. They actually had 
a couple of brand new guys. I 
was impressed.” 

Although fire trucks were 
able to pull down into the river, 
Krogman said pumping water 
from the river to fight the fire 
wasn’t necessary. 

“We wound up using just 
tanker water and shuttling it in 
from Station 3,” he said. 

Krogman said firefighters did 
a good job balancing an aggres¬ 
sive attack with making sure 
they stayed safe. 

“In a vacant house you don’t 
want to be too aggressive and 
get someone hurt,” he said of 
his firefighters, who battled 
the blaze in hot and humid 
conditions. “When you have 
a situation like that you save 
everything you can but not at 
the expense of getting someone 
injured. 

“The house can be replaced.”

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City police 
launch 
seat belt 
campaign

The Lawrenceburg Police 
Department is joining the 2015 
national Click It or Ticket seat 
belt enforcement mobilization 
on May 18 to help save lives by 
cracking down on those who 
don’t buckle up. 

“As motorists take to the 
roads to celebrate the long 
Memorial Day weekend, we 
want to ensure that everyone 
arrives at their destination safe 
and sound,” Sgt. Chris Beach 
said in a news release. “We’ll be 
out in force - day and night - 
prepared to ticket anyone not 
wearing a seat belt.” 

There were 672 total high¬ 
way fatalities in Kentucky in 
2014, with 521 killed in motor 
vehicles. Of those 521 fatali¬ 
ties, 61 percent (319) were not 
wearing a seat belt. 

“There are too many people 
dying on our roads,” Beach 
said. “Many of those lives could 
have been saved with the 
simple snap of a seat belt, or by 
placing a child in a car seat or 
booster.” 

Also according to the 
National Highway Traffic 
Safety Administration, booster 
seats lower the risk of injury 
to children by 60 percent com¬ 
pared to the use of seat belts 
alone. 

Kentucky’s booster seat 
law was enhanced in 2015 to 
increase the height require¬ 
ment to 57 inches and the age 
requirement to 8 years old. 
Children younger than 8, but 
taller than 57 inches will not 
have to ride in a booster seat. 

Kentucky’s seat belt usage 
rate increased with the passage 
of the primary law from 67.2 
percent in 2006 to 86.1 percent 
in 2014. However, that is still 
below the national usage rate 
of 87 percent.

Tasty meal makes for successful date night at home 


I t is a rare occasion for my 
husband and I to get a 
night away 
without the kids, 
and sometimes 
when that night 
finally arrives, 
getting dressed 
up and driving to 
a busy restaurant 
is the last thing 
we want to do. 

Recently, 
when my mom 
asked to keep the 
kids all night at 
her house I quick¬ 
ly obliged but later realized 
that my husband would be 
working late that night and 
probably wouldn’t want to 
do much by the time he got 
home. Instead of being disap¬ 
pointed that we wouldn’t get 
to go out, I decided to bring 
the date to the house. I want¬ 
ed to keep it simple enough to 
keep me out of the kitchen all 
night but elegant enough for 
it to still seem like a special 
night so I went with caesar 
salad, homemade pizza and a 


good Merlot. 

So with dinner and relax¬ 
ation on my mind, I headed to 
my mom’s to drop off the kids 
and to the grocery store to get 
my ingredients. 

It only takes a couple min¬ 
utes to mix the ingredients 
together for the pizza dough 
but about two hours for it to 
rise so, while the dough began 
to rise, I was able to make the 
pizza sauce and caesar dress¬ 
ing; I may have even snuck in 
an early glass of wine.:) 

By the time my husband 
arrived, we had about an 
hour to sit on the front porch 
and enjoy good drinks and 
conversation before I put the 
sauce and toppings on the 
pizza and popped it in the 
oven. While the pizza was 
baking, I assembled the salad 
and dinner was ready. 

Our dinner date at home 
was just the relaxing night we 
needed and the food was even 
more delicious than I had 
hoped. Whether you make 
this meal for date night, 
family night or dinner with 


friends, it’s sure to be a tasty 
success. 

This recipe makes two 
large pizzas. 

Dough 

2 3/4 cups lukewarm water 
11/2 tbsp instant yeast 
11/2 tbsp salt 
11/2 tbsp sugar 
1/4 cup extra virgin olive oil 
61/2 cups unbleached flour 

Directions: 

Mix all ingredients except flour 
together first, then slowly add the flour 
to the wet mixture. Stir just enough to 
get everything incorporated and knead 
only a few times to create a ball of 
dough. Place back in the bowl and cover 
with plastic wrap for it to rise at room 
temperature. Approximately two hours. 

Pizza sauce 

11/2 tbsp extra virgin olive oil 
4 cloves of garlic (minced) 

1/2 onion (minced) 

1/2 tsp crushed red pepper flakes 
1 tbsp fresh basil (chopped) 

1 tbsp fresh oregano (chopped) 


2 tsp balsamic vinegar 
A few pinches of sugar 
Salt and ground pepper 
28 oz can of tomato sauce 
10 oz can of tomato paste 

Directions: 

Over med-low heat, saute onions 
and garlic in olive oil until tender. Add 
remaining ingredients and simmer over 
low heat for 20 minutes. Stirring occa¬ 
sionally. 

Pizza instructions and 
assembly 

1. Set your oven to bake- 550 
degrees. 

2. After the dough has had proper 
time to rise, separate into two balls. 
Wrap and freeze one for later, or make 
both. 

3. Stretch dough into a large circle 
by grabbing it with both hands and 
quickly rotating clockwise one hand 
after another, pinching it tight to stretch 
it. Sprinkle a little more flour over it to 
be sure dough doesn't get too sticky and 
transfer to a pizza pan. Poke about 100 
holes all over the pizza with a fork to 


allow the dough to breathe. 

4. Spread with pizza sauce and top 
with freshly sliced mozzarella cheese 
and deli-sliced pepperoni. Add any other 
toppings that you like. 

5. Bake for 6-8 minutes on bottom 
oven rack. Remove from the oven and 
top with fresh basil, grated Parmesan 
cheese, and pepper. 

Caesar dressing 

1 tsp Dijon mustard 

2 egg yolks 

3 tbsp lemon juice 

3 tbsp extra virgin olive oil 
1/2 cup vegetable oil 
3 tbsp grated Parmesan cheese 
Salt and pepper 

(Add anchovies if you like, I don't) 

Directions 

Whisk all ingredients together and 
pour over romaine lettuce. Top with 
croutons and more parmesan cheese.

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Will beauty be able to save the world? 


A t my church we 
talk a lot about 
beauty. 

The ancient Greeks 
and the 
early 
Christians 
elevated 
three 
prime vir¬ 
tues: truth, 
goodness 
and beau¬ 
ty, and as 
Russian 
novelist 
Dosto¬ 
evsky 
wrote, 

“Beauty will save the 
world” 

A longing for beauty 
is primal. A lack of it 
brings despair. 

A year or so ago, 
Christianity Today 
launched a project called 
“This is Our City.” In the 
overview it says that 
a new generation of 
Christians believes God 
is calling them to “seek 
shalom” in their cities 
by using their gifts and 
talents in all areas of 
city life — commerce, 
government, technology, 
media, education, the 
arts. 

Their goal is to see 
their cities transformed. 
Not just see souls saved, 
but to see their cities 
become beautiful. 

The Christianity 
Today website posts 
essays, articles and docu¬ 
mentary videos about 
what these Christians 
are doing and the effects 
on places like New York 
City, Phoenix, Detroit, 
Silicon Valley, Richmond, 


Va., Portland, Ore., and a 
place they call “7th City” 
which is “your” city, 
opening the project up to 
include anywhere and 
everywhere. 

Every place needs the 
transforming power of 
beauty. 

One of the “This is 
Our City” projects is a 
neighborhood youth 
garden in the Bright- 
moor area of northwest 
Detroit, started in 2008 
by a Dutch woman 
named Riet Schumack. 
She is “gardening to 
make beauty out of 
blight.” 

When she first moved 
to Brightmoor in 2006, 
almost half the houses 
were abandoned. Sur¬ 
render to despair and 
apathy was rampant, 
especially among the 
young. 

She says in the docu¬ 
mentary, “When we live 
in ugliness and blight 
and it doesn’t bother us, 
we are very, very bro¬ 
ken, and very far from 
where God intended us 
to be.” 

She says of garden¬ 
ing, “It feeds me. It’s like 
breath. I inhale it. The 
Lord has created every¬ 
thing beautiful for us, 
and we are built to bask 
in that.” 

As she gardened, the 
kids in the area became 
interested, so she started 
showing them how to 
grow vegetables and 
flowers. The young peo¬ 
ple began taking pride 
in what they grew and 
took their vegetables to 
market, earning money 


for their love and their 
labor. 

Since 2008, the one 
youth-owned, youth- 
operated garden has 
grown to 50 farms, gar¬ 
dens and pocket parks. 
There’s still despair 
in Detroit, but hope is 
gradually overcoming it 
as beauty moves in. 

In other places, a 
nurse in Phoenix pro¬ 
vides free medical care 
to the poor and to undoc¬ 
umented immigrants. A 
Phoenix entrepreneur 
bases his software com¬ 
pany on “collaboration, 
transparency and hon¬ 
esty,” and has opened 
up his company’s work¬ 
space to smaller com¬ 
panies in the area that 
can’t afford to pay rent. 

In Seattle, an art col¬ 
lector hangs her artwork 
in a local coffee shop in 
a rundown neighbor¬ 
hood. 

Little by little, God 
is using his people to 
transform the places 
where they live by using 
beauty and grace, the 
beauty and grace of the 
gospel and the gifts God 
has given them. 

In many churches, 
the focus is on Christ’s 
imminent return, as it 
should be, but not to the 
neglect and exclusion of 
the corner of the world 
we live in. 

We’re to be light 
in the dark places, a 
preserving and heal¬ 
ing presence like salt. 
We’re to produce great 
art, build grand build¬ 
ings, create music that 
stirs the soul. Not for 


ourselves, but for those 
around us, to spark 
in them a longing for 
beauty, the beauty of 
Christ. 

In his book, “Beauty 
Will Save the World,” 
Brian Zahnd writes, 
“Christianity has suf¬ 
fered a loss of beauty 
— a loss that needs to 
be recovered. With an 
emphasis on truth, we 
have tried to make 
Christianity persuasive 
(as we should). But we 
also need a correspond¬ 
ing emphasis on beauty 
to make Christianity 
attractive... Christianity 
needs to be presented as 
beautiful. Often where 
truth cannot convince, 
beauty can entice.” 

Dear friends, if we 
say we love, then we 
cannot let blight win. 
This world is our home 
even as we wait for our 
eternal home. 

I think we honor 
God by dreaming big 
and doing what we can 
to bring the beauty 
of Christ into our sur¬ 
roundings, not by force 
and arrogance, but in 
humility simply being 
who we are and who he 
has made us to be, using 
the gifts and talents he 
has given us as we pro¬ 
claim the gospel of the 
kingdom. 

This is our city, wher¬ 
ever we may be. What 
can we do to make it 
beautiful?

Poison living 
big dream, 
crazy story 

reaming big dreams. 

That simple, yet gigantic 
step is usually the 
first step to success in 
any endeavor. 

For countless boys 
growing up in Kentucky, 
playing basketball in 
the recreation leagues, 
middle schools and 
high schools that dream 
starts with eventu¬ 
ally wearing a blue and 
white uniform and run¬ 
ning onto the floor at 
Rupp Arena. 

Somewhere along the way, the 
cruel realization hits that the dream 
is bigger than one’s basketball ability. 

Jarrod Poison was no different. 

In many ways, that is. 

Poison grew up with that same 
vision of seeing himself trotting on 
the floor in front of 23,000 rabid fans 
as the band played “On, On U of K.” 

Somewhere along the way, the 
crafty guard who led West Jessamine 
High School to successive regional 
championships -- the Colts made the 
Sweet 16’s Final Four his junior year 
-- was deemed not good enough to 
receive a scholarship to the Univer¬ 
sity of Kentucky. 

Poison’s story is well-known 
around the Commonwealth. Not only 
did he walk on at UK, the guy whose 
only Division I scholarship offer came 
from Liberty University became an 
important part of the Wildcat pro¬ 
gram. 

And the guy who persevered 
played on a national championship 
team (2012) and in two other Final 
Fours. 

Poison brought his story of hard 
work, perseverance and going after 
lofty goals to the students at Robert B. 
Turner Elementary School last Thurs¬ 
day. He was there as part of a pro¬ 
gram put on by Remix Education of 
Lexington. Poison took time to chal¬ 
lenge some kids to dribbling contests 
and play crazy games in between the 
different portions of his speech. 

“My senior year, after the season, 

I still didn’t have a clue where I was 
going,” Poison said of his college 
choice. I was planning on going to 
UK as an engineering student and 
not playing basketball,” he said a few 
moments after the program. 

Playing for the Wildcats just was 
not something for a smallish guard 
who didn’t light up the recruit¬ 
ing lists. “In the back of my mind, I 
always knew it wasn’t really a pos¬ 
sibility. To do it and have the success I 
have had and go to three Final Fours 
is unheard of.” 

It’s the message of his recently 
released book, “Living Beyond the 
Dream.” Copies were flying out of the 
boxes following Thursday’s appear¬ 
ance at Turner. 

During his time with the Wildcats, 
Poison also became known for his 
Christian witness. He made no men¬ 
tion of his faith during his time at 
Turner. 

That was by design.

Just another Anderson 
County-Shelby County 
baseball game.

“Joe Crisp kept us in the 
game,” Shelby coach Devin 
Hicks said. “He had one slip 
up.” 

And Garmon made 
Shelby pay, going to the 
opposite field with a drive 
that cleared the right field 
fence with some room to 
spare. 

Garmon was not sure 
the ball would make it 
out - neither was Anderson 
coach L.W. Barnes - but 
knew he had “burnt it 
pretty good.” 

“I was on him that he 
was not running for a 
triple,” Barnes smiled. “Gar¬ 
mon has been tearing it up 
for the last few games.” 

Brown held Shelby at 
bay, except for a rough 
fourth inning when he hit 
leadoff batter Bobby Crisp 
and gave up his only hit of 
the night, a bloop single to 
center by third baseman 
Kyler Dugle.

Duncan cleared the remaining 
barriers in his romp to the Central 
Kentucky Conference title in the 300- 
meter hurdles. The Anderson County 
junior finished more than two sec¬ 
onds ahead of second-place finisher 
Chapman Bean of Boyle County, who 
was running on his home track. 

“Connor did a great job in the hur¬ 


dle events,” Anderson coach Keith 
Brown said. “He really wanted to set 
the CKC record in the 300 and just 
missed it.” 

The meet record, 40.40 by Wood¬ 
ford County’s George Higgins, has 
stood for 25 years. 

Duncan’s performance was one of 
the most impressive of the day, made 
more remarkable by the fact that 
he had just come off an ankle injury 
and had not raced in the hurdles in 
the Bearcats’ most recent meets. 

Duncan’s finish was one of four 
first place finishes by Anderson 
athletes in the oldest and one of the 


most competitive meets in Kentucky. 

Alorra Sims took the girls’ triple 
jump, covering 34 feet, 7 inches while 
Ty Gilkison claimed the boys’ pole 
vault title at 11-06. Nathan McGregor 
(45-09) and Conner Stockton (44-00) 
finished as the top two shot putters 
in the meet. 

As a team the Anderson boys 
placed sixth with 60 points, well 
behing team champion Henry Clay, 
which scored 158. On the girls’ side, 
Anderson finished eighth with 40

Cann leaves Cincinnati program

Former Anderson County 
High School girls’ basketball 
star Makenzie 
Cann has left the 
University of Cin¬ 
cinnati program. 

Cann confirmed 
her decision in a 
Twitter message 
to The Anderson 
News on Saturday. 

Cann saw action 
in all 31 games for 
Cincinnati last season, starting 
once. She averaged 7 points a 
game. 

She had a season-best 23 
points against Central Florida 
in the AAC Tournament. The 
next game, eventual national 
champion UConn ended 
Cincy’s season. The Bearcats 
finished at 8-23. 

Cann hit 34.6 percent of her 
shots from the field. She was 
even better from downtown, 
hitting 36.7 percent of her 
3-point attempts. Cann also 
sank 84.6 percent of her free 
throws. 

“It was a tough decision,” 


Cann said in a Twitter mes¬ 
sage. 

She indicated that she had 
not decided where she will 
take her talents. 

Cann also indicated that 
she prefers to remain at the 
NCAA Division I level. If Cann 
transfers to another Division I 
school, she will have to sit out 
a year under NCAA transfer 
rules. 

At Anderson County, Cann 
was a five-year starter and 
was a two-time all-state selec¬ 
tion. Cann was also the Eighth 
Region Player of the Year as 
a junior and senior and was 
a Miss Basketball finalist 
in 2014. She ended her high 
school career as the second- 
leading scorer in Anderson 
history, boys or girls, with 
2,207 points. She is the school’s 
all-time assist leader with 645. 

During Cann’s high school 
career, Anderson County won 
three Eighth Region champi¬ 
onships and advanced to the 
state semifinals in 2013.

The Anderson 
County softball team 
learned much about 
itself during the Best of 
the West Classic, held at 
Buchanan Park in Bowl¬ 
ing Green Friday and 
Saturday. 

The Lady Bearcats 
lost to top-ranked Bowl¬ 
ing Green and fourth- 
ranked Male before 
recovering to defeat 
lOth-rated Union Coun¬ 
ty in a conglomeration 
of some of the best 
teams in Kentucky. 

The Lady Bearcats 
are 25-7 with one game 
left before district tour¬ 
nament play begins. 

“Overall, I believe 
it was a great tourna¬ 
ment and I am glad we 
attended,” Anderson 
coach Brent Aldridge 
said. “It showed the girls 
we can play with the 
best and can win, just 
need to clean things up 
defensively. Some of 
the girls looked over¬ 
whelmed so now they 
know if they relax and 
play, we will compete.” 

All 12 runs scored 
against Anderson pitch¬ 
ing in Bowling Green 
were unearned. 

Aldridge has said 
all season the Lady 
Bearcats’ goals are to 
repeat as district and 
regional champions 
and to play for the 
state championship. 

If that goal of a state 
title comes to fruition, 
the Lady Bearcats will 
likely have to defeat 
McCracken County, 
the team that defeated 
them 10-0 in last year’s
